WASHINGTON, Mar:h 18.—The House regular and insur- 


gent Republicans, after a long conference in an effort to compromise 
on a rules plan, announced they were unable to reach an agreement. 


The conference broke up at 3:50, with several of the leaders ap- 


parently on the verge of physical collapse. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—The election of minority leader 


Champ Clark as Speaker was seriously considered today by some 
regular Republicans. They say they .would follow a Democrat in 
preference to a Republican who defies the majority of his rjkrty. This 
course would be contingent upon defeat of the organization in-the 
present crisis. 


A committee of the regulars composed of Representatives Dal- 


zell of Pennsylvania, Smith of Iowa and Olmstead of Pennsylvania, 
met the insurgents during their meeting in an effort to reach a basis' 
of compromise. No compromise was effected. 


At 2 p. m. a motion by Representative Martin of South Dakota,

regular, that the House recess until 4 p. m. was carried, 161 to 15l! 
describable confusion and deafening yells greeted the result of 


this, the fourth'test of strength.

Nina insurgents voted with the reg- 


ulars on the motion to recess in order 
to get time to consider the compro- 
mise upon which all factions had been 
working. Both Democrats and insur- 
gents denied that the vote indicated 
any loss of strength whatever on the 
main proposition at issue.

?posed school bond issue will encounter serious opposition, possibly

A school bond issue has never yet been turned down in Oak-

.much all at once. Nor shoulcFTihe school board assume that all

v-,the six years last past, and the proceeds of the issue last voted have 
Scarcely been spent. Moreover, the delays and blunders in erecting

and who spoke on Ireland and the cele- 
bration of Bt. Patrick's Day. 


"We are gathered," said Hennessey, 
to celebrate th.e day of Ireland's patron 


saint, aa are all the people of Irish blood 


this land, wherever they can congre- 


gate for the purpose. I approach the task 
of speaking on the saint and his work 
with a good deal of diffidence, for many 
greater orators than I have already gone 
over the ground, but, while the story of 
St. Patrick may be old, to the hearts of 
the Irish people It Is ever new. 


"We all know the story of the saint, 


of how he first came to the 
Emerald 


!sle a prisoner, became a shepherd and 
finally left the Ian— he thought, forever— 
only to come back as a bishop and per- 
form his life's work In converting the 
pagan people of our land. 


"St. Patrick Imparted his faith to our 


people, and Ireland, due to him, tijpk her 
'lace among the foremost nations of the 
world In culture 
and 
education. 
The 


Irish people are strong, with strong pas- 
sions and natures, and firmly grasped the 
faith of St. Patrick. We come In history 
to the time when 
England 
made It a 


rime for our people to practice the faith 


of the saint. 
They fought for the faith, 


and later, a liberty-loving people carae to 
this country, which filled their ideals of 
what their own country should be. 


DAWN AT HAND. 


'Let us hope that trie dawn of Ireland's 


freedom is soon at hand, -and the country 
tyrannizing over her shall allow her home 
rule. 


"I believe that Ireland Is to be free, 


and when this time comes I hope that 
thlp, our adopted country, and the best 
country on earth, will stretch hor hand 
out across the sea to the newly freed 
Ireland, and -that the stars and stripes 
and the green flag of Erin shall always 
stand for freedom. 


"The Irish have taken a prominent 


part in the "making of this country, com- 
ing over here when their own country 
was oppressed by England. They helped 
this country gain its freedom, for one- 
half of the soldiers In Washington's army 
were of Irish blood. 
Throughout the 


affairs of the country we see many great 
men who have helped make the United 
States what It Is. and who were of Irish 
descent and of the faith of St. Patrick." 


The address of welcome, before

some day she should have home rule. 


PREDICTS FREEDOM. 


"England's treatment of Ir-lond was 


brutal," said McNally, "and the laws gov- 
erning our people while under England's 
thumb were conceived by the devil and 
written in hell! 
The English govern- 


ment, in her treatment of Ireland, lias 
been the most damnable of all govern- 
ments, and I hope that within two or 
three years Ireland will have home rule 
and b<! free from the yoke of the tyrant 
England.

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Improvers Assemble in Big Convention 


To Plan Charter for Greater Oakland 


PLATFORM IS ADOPTED 


AFTER EXCITING SESSION 


It Provides for Commission Form of Govern- 


ment, With Initiative, Referendum and 


Recall—Favors Consolidation 


Last evening, pursuant to previous ad- 


journment, the Greater Oakland charter 
convention met at the auditorium of the 
Polyt-ohnic Business College, at Twelfth 
'and Harrison streets. There was a large 
gathering of delegates representing the 
various improvement clubs, labor or- 
ganizations and other civic bodies in the 
city that had accepted the imitation of 
OIF original call issued for the organizing 
of 
a. charter convention. 
Thomas F. 


Marshal' presided. 


In many respects the meeting was an 


extraordinary gathering 
Early in the 


evening's proceedings it got into a tangle 
with motions, amendments, amendments 
to amendments, substitutes, points of or- 
der, questions of privilege and calls for 
the previous ques'lcn, and it looked at 
times as If inettrtcable.

were all that saved the day frequently 
and straightened out the wrangling dele- 
gates, when a half dozen or more were 
on the floor vociferously demanding rec- 
ognition.

when the following preamble and reso- 
lutions were offered, and adopted as 
amended, by Attorney James P. Mont- 
gomery: 


WANT ELECTION IN JULY. 


"Realizing the inadequacy of the pres- 


ent charter of the city1 of Oakland to 
meet .the needs and expanding interests 
of this municipality, and confiding in 
the promises given by the municipal au- 
thorities, the Oakland Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Merchants' Exchange and 
other leading ch ic bodies of Oakland, 
to the citizens of the recently annexed 
district, that a charter election would 
be called In the city of Oakland on or 
ibout July, 1910; and appreciating the 
magnitude of the issues involved and the 
f fur reaching effects for good or for evil 


of the work to be performed—We, 'the 
delegates to the Oakland Charter Con- 
vention, do solemnly declare ourselves 
to the following principles as being es- 
sential to a modern city charter: 


I. 


"That It Is the -vill of this convention 
that the proposed new charter provide 
for a commission form of government. 
That the commission shall be of suf- 
ficient number and that said commis- 
sioners shall be elected at large and that 
said commlasipn shall govern the mu- 
nicipality, with unrestricted powers, sav- 
ing the checks provided by the recall, 
the initiative' and the referendum, and 


f 


that said commission shall select one 
of its members as presiding officer. 


II. 


MUST DEVOTE ALL OF TIME. 


"The all officers and employes of the 


city be obliged to devote their entire 
time and labors to the municipal inter- 
ests, and that just and generous salaries 
be paid to said commissioners for their 
services, as also to all other officers and 
employes of the municipality. 
in. 


"In so far as is possible, the depart- 


ments of the city council shall be placed 
under civil service rule. 


IV. 


"That the recall, the Initiative and the 


referendum be made essential features of 
the charter. 
That the recall be opera- 


tive upon the signing of a petition by 
qualified voters of the municipality, equal 
to l.j per cent of the average number 
of vous cast for the commissioner or 
commissioners elected at the last pre- 
cf-cling municipal election. 
That 
the 


referendum be operative upon a petition 
lgned by the qualified voters of the 
JcIpallty equal to 10 per cent of 


the aiorage number of votes cast for the 
commissioner or commissioners at the 
la.»t preceding municipal election. That 
the initiative be operative at a geheral 
election upon a petition signed by the 
qualified voters equal to 
~t per cent of 


th»* average number of votes cast for 
thf commissioner or commissioners at 
the last preceding municipal election; 
providing, however, that for a special 
election that a 10 per cent petition of 
the average number of votes cast at the 
last preceding election be required. 


V. 


BY DIRECT PRIMARY. 


"That all nominations for municipal of- 


fices shall be by direct primary and that 
fcaid nominations shall be absolutelv non- I 


practicable, provide for the contingencies 
of a city and county government." 


A motion to refer the document to the 


committee on resolution started the flow 
of oratory and contention, and revealed 
the fact that the bar was apparently 
more numerously represented than any 
other profession or special interest on the 
floor of the convention. 


Attorney Gray moved as an amendment 


that the resolutions be taken up seriatim 
and acted upon by the body of the con- 
vention. He objected to sending them to 
a committee to be passed upon by a, few 
men, 
on the ground that by such a ref- 


erence the convention would be virtually 
delegating its powers to them He wanted 
each resolution to be debated In the open. 


The danger of an endless stream of 


oratory flooding the convention at once 
became imminent, 
which 
was 
finally 


averted by the adoption of a motion es- 
tablishing a three-minute limitation to 
the speeches, a rule which was Invoked 
and summarily enforced on several occa- 
sions during the session

(3,000,000 alone. 


On the publication of this suggestion 
by Mayor Mott tho members of 
the 


school board registered their objections 
to the action and stated that only what 
was absolutely necessary had been de- 
manded • It Is for the purpose of dom- 
ing to some definite understanding 
on 
the matter that the proposed meeting 
of the two boards has been planned. 
Assistant Secretary Henry Vogt of the 
Park Commission has been Instructed to 
advise the board of education of the plan 
and request thpt body to set a date for 
the meeting. 


That the hinted disagreement between 
the park commissioners and the board of 
education is a fanciful one and that It 
is not the Intention to materially 
cut 


the school board's demand for 13,000,000 [ 
for the purpose of admitting la sum of 
a million dollars more for tha purchase 
and Improvements of park property, is 
the opinion of Superintendent of Schools. 
'J. JW. McClymonds. 
"The mayor has been misquoted on 


this matter, I am sure," he said today. 
"It is certainly evident that every dol- 
lar of what we ask we need for the 
education and comfort of the children of 
this city. It Is my belief that with the 
million dollars desired by the park com- 
mission It Is Intended to provide means 
for 
the 
construction 
of playgrounds. 


This means that both the board of edu- 
cation and the park commission 
aro 
asking for money for identically 
the 


same purpose. 
"We have Included In the estimate of 


what money we need the plans to en- 
large several of the school yards through 
the purchase of more property.

Stephen T. Gage, of this city, and Phfle- 
tus Everts, of Berkeley, yesterday cele- 
brated the anniversary of the day they 
left their home In Ashtabula 
county, 


Ohio, In 1852, to come west In search of 
El Dorado. The anniversary 
was ob- 


served with a dinner at the Cliff House In 
San Francisco, at which the guests were 
the families of the two men whose names 
are linked with the early commercial his- 
tory of California, for both were suc- 
cessful In their quest of the bounty of 
the Golden State.

At an early date Gage entered the com- 


mercial life of the State and soon be- 
came Identified with railroad 
ventures. 


For many years he was connected with 
the late Leland Stanford In his extensive 
railway Interests, In the capacity of as- 
sistant manager.

San Francisco and a year later came to 
Oakland to establish his home,
